The man enlisted in

shooting and had never been called to 
testify. 
Miss Mary K. Neely, who at the first 


trial testified that she stood two blocks 
from <he scene of the shooting and saw 
Judge McOannon "pull something from 
his pocket. Simultaneously a shot rang 
out and then'Harold Kagy, lurched for- 
ward," is expected to be the state's 
star witness. 
When 
Judge McOannon took 
the 


stand in his own defense he repudiated 
Miss Neely's testimony, and denied thai 
he murdered Kagy. 
He testified that 


ho was not present at the shooting 
having left Kagy live blocks from the 
scene and took a street car for home 
Several witnesses for the state cor- 


roborated Judge McGannon's testimony 
declaring tfcey had seen 
him severa: 


hlockH from (he shooting at the time of 
the tragedy. 
Kagy was shot following an automo 


bile rido with Judge McOannon and 
John W. Joyce, a former saloon- pro 
prietor. 
Joyce was tried for the mur- 


der and acquitted by
